lives in the destruction of the city of St. 
Pierre. 

Most of the residents of the towns have fled 
for shelter behind the mountains to the 
southward. 

Many houses have been demolished by 
earthquake shocks and the walls of many 
others are tottering. 


Mont Pelee Is Violent. 

A trading schooner which arrived here to- 
day reports that Mont Pelee is in violent 
activity. By day the column of heavy black 
smoke several miles high rising from the 
crater was visible to those aboard the 
schooner thirty miles away, and at night 
the flames could be plainly seen for a greater 
distance as they burst from the volcano’s 
mouth and spread in a great sheet of fire 
from the peak of a pillar of flame shot smoke. 

Before the crest of the volcano itself fell 
below the horizon sailors aboard the vessel 
saw molten sand or lava pouring over the 
lips of the crater in overwhelming masses 
and rolling down over the plantations on the 
eastern slope of the mountain and presum- 
ably flowing over the twice buried city of St. 
Pierre. 

La Soufriere Active, Too. 

In sympathy with Mont Pelee, La Soufri- 
ere, on the island of St. Vincent, is in more 
violent eruption than at any time since a 
considerable part of the island was devas- 
tated im the spring of 1902. So far the dam- 
age inflicted has been slight, but the res:- 
dente of Kingston are fearful of the worst 
and are in hourly terror of an earthquake 
which will wreck the city, even if it iespared 
by the volcano. 

Two severe shocks have been felt already 
and the residents of the island are in terror 
of more violent disturbances. 

In Martinique, St. Vincent, Guadeloupe. 
St. Leela, f Dominica the earthquakes 
have been severe even than during the 
ponies of intenge activity four years ago. 

Barthquakes Are Frequent.

Found Lying in Street. 

When she awoke in the morning she 
worked around the house, but seemed de- 
spondent. At 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
he left the house: An hour later she was 
found in the street by Mrs. Frederick Win- 
ters, Central Park avenue and Flournoy 
street. Mrs. Winters aroused the child and 
carried her to her house. She gave her 
some medicine and the little girl apparent- 
ly recovered. She refused to answer any 
questions, however, and left the house. 

A few minutes later she entered the offices 
of Dr. G. F. Fleming, falling to the floor 
unconscious. Mra. Fleming aroused her from 
the stupor. The child hardly was able to 
talk intelligibly, but she feebly asked for 
a pencil and some paper. It was then she 
wrote the note to her grandmother. 

After completing the note the child again 
became unconscious. Fearing to wait the 
return of Dr. Fleming, who was out, Mrs. 
Fieming telephoned the Austin police and 
the child was hurried to the hospital. She 
died a few hours later without regaining 


consciousness. 


Grandmother Is Prostrated. 

The police took the note to the grand- 
mother, who was prostrated with grief when 
she learned the child was dead. Mrs. Baker 
said the girl had obtained the morphine from 
a medicine chest in the grandmother's bed- 
room. She said the child knew that potson 
Was there because she had often visited the 
chest to get other medicines for the grand- 
mother. 

The child’s body was ben to the county 
morgue, where an inquest will be held today.

Notorious 
criminal lawyers infest every city, and are 
not afraid of law or lawmakers.

Mr. White then quoted Tur Trisuns’s 
statistics to show that of all the murderers 
in the country but one in forty-five is legally 
punished. 

Lynching May Be Necessary. 

The number of homicides,’’ he said, that 
are punished by lynching exceeds the num- 
ber punished by dye procese of law. There 
is nothing more nonsensical or ridiculous 
than the goody-goody talk about lynching, 
Much may be said in favor of Goldwin 
Smith’s quotation, that there are communi- 
ties in which lynch law is better than any 
other.’ 

“The pendulum has swung from extreme 
severity in the last century to extreme laxity 
in this century. There has sprung up 4 
certain sentimental sympathy. In the word 
of a distinguished jurist the taking of life 
for the highest crime after due process of 
law is the only taking of life which the 
American people condemn.’ We often hear 
the aphorism, the worst use to put a man 
to is to hang him.’

JAPS 10 BAT AND GROW BIG. 


Baron Takaki Says Dietary Plan 
Will Increase Stature. 


OF TESTS IN NAVY, 


Expects Future Men of Nation to Be 
as Large as Caucasians. 


Philadeiphia, Pa., Feb. 23.—[{Special.}—The 
Japanese of the future are to be of the normal 
stature of the Caucasian race, according to 
Baron Takaki, surgeon general of Japan. 
The baron deciares this will be brought 
about dy the Japanese eating the proper 
kind of food. 

Baron Takaki in a lecture tonight at the 
University of Pennsylvania said it was « 


national humiliation that the Japanese were 
eo small physically. He said if in the cen- 


turies past the Japanese had eaten food 
which makes muscle, bone, and sinew they 
would be of normal height. 

The baron denied that the Japanese were 
of normal size centuries ago. He said they 
have been dwarfed and diminutive for ages. 


Lesson in Army and Navy. 

Dr. Takaki quoted statistics of the Jap- 
anese army and navy to provethat by giving 
the men proper diet he has brought them 
nearer the standard weight and size of the 
men of the English and American navies, 
He also declares that many diseases com- 
mon in Japan have been almost wiped out 
by the same method. Dr. Takaki has made 
it hie lifework to find a method by which the 
size of the Japanese race can be increased, 

Within a few generations I am sure the 
Japamese race will be of normal size,” he 
said. “One of the greatest humiliations of 
our life is that we are so small. The Cauca- 
sion race is normal in sise, and that is what 
we want tobe. That is what we will be with- 
in à short time if the people of my race fol- 
low my directions. 

The trouble is in the food the Japanese 
race has been eating for centuries. We have 
not been living-on the kind of food which 
goes to the making of muscle, bone, and 
sinew. Other nations have had proper food 
and are normal in height. The Japanese now 
will follow the example of the Englishman 
and the American. 


. Bmcouraged by Tests. 
“I made a test on our men of the navy. 
I found that they did not have enough food 
and did not have the right kind of food. 


I feed our men of the ships the same rations 


as that given in the American navy, with 
additions of my own. What was the result? 


Within a year there was a great change. 


The men seemed to expand and become 
taller. 

“ After three years of proper feeding the 
men now are much nearer the standard of 
the men of the American navy and army, 
There was less disease and fewer deaths in 
that time than ever before. We can look 
forward to the time when we shall be equal 
in size to the Caucasian. The emperor has 
promised to join hands and help in the work. 

“ The thing is past the experimental stage. 


It u now ea certainty. We are a persevering 
people and future generations will find the 
Japanese brether 


his equal in size and 


} etrength,. Young people of the future will 


read only in histories that the Japanese were 
one time a diminutive race. The lesson will 
be that to keep from degenerating physically 
the nation must be given proper food.”’

Wave of Crime Continues. 


The wave of crime continues. Repeated 
visits of burglars and holdup men ‘to the 
vicinity of Scott and Astor streets and Scott 
street and Lake Shore drive have terrorized 
the residents of the neighborhood, and they 
have resorted to the employment et private 
watchmen and detectivs to guard thelr resi- 
dences at night. Repeated compiaints to the 
police at the Chicago avenue station have 
brought little result. 

Charles E. Mosley, 26 Scott street, was one 
of the first complainants. Mr. Mosley al- 
ready had hired a watchman to guard his 
house at night, and, with a feeling of com- 
parative safety, he, accompanied by hie wife. 
left Chicago for a brief visit. It was three 
weeks ago on Sunday evening that two men 
who were attempting to break into the house 
were interrupted by Anderson, the watch- 
man. One of the men opened fire on the 
ear aac who immediately returned the 
shot. 

It was early in the evening and severai men 
who were returning from church joined An- 
derson in the chase, but the fugitives escaped 
in Lake Shore drive. Nobody was injured by 
the shots, although some of the windows of 
Mr. Mosley’s house were shattered. 


Points Revolver at Housemaid. 

A week ago a man rang the bell on the front 
door of the residence of Theodore G. Dickin- 
son, 24 Scott street, at 7 p. m. When a maid 
answered the summons the visitor attempted 
to brush past her and walk into the house. 
She attempted to close the door, and he drew 
a revolver and pointed it in her face, de- 
manding that she stand aside.“ The maid 
ecreamed and fell against the door, and when 
members of the family ran to the door he 
hurried away. A watchman was called, but 
he could find no trace of the man. 

Two men who are believed to have been 
connected with some of the many burglaries 
in that district in the last few weeks have 
been seen loitering about the alley andina 
vacant lot at 22 Scott street. Oneof the men, 
who is described as. stooping and having a 
scar across his cheek, chased a young wom- 
an who was passing the place Thursday after- 
noon. The woman turned into Scott street 
from Astor, and was walking west when 
the man shouted for her to stop. She started 
to run. The man pursued her more than a 
block. This incident was not reported to 
the police. 

“I am glad to see that THe TRIBUN®D is 
taking up the fight for more policemen, as it 
is a pretty pass when women are afraid to 
walk out of the houses to go a block away 
lest they be attacked by the men who loiter 
about the streets, said Mrs. Mosley. For- 
tunately we were not here when the shooting 
occurred, but we can't tell how soon the in- 
cident will be repeated.

For the second time in four weeks porch 
climbers entered the residence of William 
T. Bussey, 521 Jackson boulevard, last even- 
ing while the members of the family were 
at dinner. The robbers climbed to the win- 
dows of the second story on the vines cov- 
ering the rear porch. Raising the window 
the thieves entered the house and carried 
off a shopping bag and other things worth 
to $20. Mr. Bussey heard the robbers in 
their flight and fired several shots at them. 
The police of Lake street station were no- 
tified. 

Porch climbers entered the same house 
four weeks ago and escaped with a sealskin 
jacket worth $250. 

Martin Rodoshenski, 25 years old, who said 
he lived at Forty-fifth and Wood streets, 
was fined $100 and costs by Justice Fitzger- 
ald in the stockyards police court for annoy- 
ing women.

COLLINS REPLIES TO KENT. 


Declares Charges of Former President 
of Voters’ League Regarding 
Crime Are Untrue. 


Chief of Police Collins had something to 
say yesterday in regard to the interview 
given out by William Kent, former president 
of the Municipal Voters’ league, in which 
he severely criticised the police department. 
The chief also declared that it was unfair 
to charge that an unprecedented reign of vice 
had ruled Chicago during the last two 
months. He said the parading of crime had 
become a fad. 

“I don’t want to be misinderstood in this 
matter,“ said the chief. “I am not trying 
to minimize the amount of crime or condone 
the shortcomings of the police department. 
only it is not quite fair to say that conditions 
now in Chicago are so much worse than at 
any other time. 


Compares 1905 and 1906 Records. 

“For instance, take last year’s records of 
January and February as compared with this 
year. In January, 1905, the records showed 
the number of crimes as follows: Homicides, 
18; robberies, 114; larcenies, 433; burglaries, 
427. In January, 1906, the records show: 
Homicides, 16; robberies, 102; burglaries, 413; 
larcenies, 397. 

“In February, 10087 there were 7 homi- 
cides, 110 robberies, 420 burglaries, 480 lar- 
cenies. In February of this year the records 
so famshow there have been 6 homicides, 62 
robberies, 261 burglaries, 245 larcenies. So 
that during these last two months, the two 
over which there has been the greatest hue 
and cry raised, there was a less number of 
crimes.”’ 


Talks of Robins Slugging. 

In regard to the statement of Mr. Kent 
that the police were not trying to catch the 
men who slugged Raymond Rebins the chief 
said that the most polite thing he could say 
was the remarks of Mr. Kent were unmiti- 
gated misstatements. 

Kent says he knows the Skinny Madden 
and Carroll gangs got together,” said the 
chief, “and planned the slugging, and that 
the police. knew of it. It is untrue. Two- 
thirds of the police in Chicago are not crooks, 
as Mr. Kent says. There are men on the 
force that I should like to get off, and I sent 
in the names of 200 policemen whom I wished 
to retire, but the council did not grant my 
request. It’s useless for me to reply to all 
of Mr. Kent's charges. They are either 
gross exaggerations or absolute misstate- 
ments.”

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PRIMARIES TODAY 
TO BE STRENUOUS 


Trouble at Polls Is Expected 
in at Least Three Wards 
in the City. 


* 


BOTH PARTIES WILL VOTE 


Higher Saloon License and Munic- 
ipal Ownership the Princi- 
pal Issues. 


POLLS OPEN FROM NOON UNTIL 7 P. M. 


In the republican and democratic alder- 
manic primaries that will be held in Chicago 
today under the new state primary law, three 
wards are, picked to see the hard fights. In 
these three it is possible that some disorder 
will attend the voting, as the different fac- 
tions are contesting hotly and bad temper 
has been displayed. Ald. Beilfuss of the Fif- 
teenth ward is the one alderman seriously 
menaced by the saloon interests because of 
his vote for higher license. 

There are just fifteen wards which have 
contests, either republican or democratic, 
and in two wards each party has more than 
one candidate on the ticket. In the other 
twenty wards there are no contests in either 
party, and the delegates will be sent to the 
ward conventions pledged to the man whose 
man stands on the ticket. 

In picking the spots of possible trouble 
the politicians have selected the Fourth 
and Fifth ward democratic primaries and 
the Thirteenth republican. There are possi- 
bilities in any of the other twelve contested 
wards, but the three named are the most 
likely to have trouble. 

The Thirteenth ward republican primaries 
present the two factions which fought out 
the ward club elections, during which John 
V. Kopf was stabbed fatally. Frank Hoyt 
ig the candidate backed by ex-Postmaster 
Coyne and Gov. Deneen's friends. George 
E. Nye is in the field for Fred Blount and 
the old organization. 

The Coyne faction discovered late at night 
that their opponents were marking ballots for 
Nye and were distributing them thus to the 
voters. This was asserted to bea viajation of 
the spirit at least of the new primary law, but 
the act allows the voter to mark his ballot 
elsewhere than in the polling place and to 
bring it with him to the booth. It was insist- 
ed, however, that the result of wholesale 
marking of ballots might be the deceiving of 
voters and that they should be warned that 
there were marked ballots out in the ward. 


Ballot Printed Improperly. 

By a mistake of the printer or the baHot dis- 
tributer the voters of the Twenty-fifth, Thir- 
ty-first, Thirty-second, and Thirty-third 
election precincts, forming the Twelfth pri- 
mary district, received ballots bearing the 
names of J. J. Bradley and John Haney, the 
democratic candidates in the Thirtieth ward. 
The delegates under the names of candidates 
are the proper delegates for this district of 
the Thirteenth ward and the inference is that 
the mistake was made by the printer. 

In the two hotly contested democratic 
wards, the Fourth and Fifth, a typical pri- 
mary fight has been on for several weeks. 
On both sides are men skilled in every ma- 
neuver of precinct fighting. 

In the Fifth ward the interested specta- 
tors are looking for the most fun or trouble, 
as the case may be, at 3406 and 8509 Hal- 
sted street, the former being in Ald. Charles 
Martin’s district and the latter in Ald. Mo- 
Cormick’s. Martin is fighting for Carroll, 
McCormick’s opponent. 

The river divides this ward exactly in mat- 
ter of delegates. Carroll is strongest west 
of the river and McCormick east. It is pos- 
sible for them to divide the delegates even- 
ly by each carrying his particular halt of 
the ward. 

Situation in the Fourth. 


In the Fourth there are three districts 
marked out for possible happenings. The 
polling place of one is at Twenty-third and 
Canal streets, in the district of John Bud- 
inger. Ald, Richert's opponent. Ald. Dailey 
who is with Budinger, lives in the datriet, 
which votes at 3048 Wallace street, and ex- 
Ald. Henry Stuckart, who is with Richert, 
is responsible for the district polling at 2812 
Archer avenue. 

The Thirty-second Ward republican con- 
test is interesting, but ‘“‘ gentlemanly.” The 
quintet of candidates who have been travel- 
ing together and speaking gently of each 
other from the same platform held their 
last meeting last night at 319 West Sixty-fifth 
street. A. J. Fisher ia the only one of the 
five who has reason to feel confident. He is 
the sole candidate for the seat which Ald. 
Bidmann vacates by resignation. The other 
four are after the seat now occupied by 
Badenoch, 


Bitter War on Beilfuss. 

Ald. Beilfuss, who antagonised the saloon 
interests of his ward by voting for high 
license, has been fought bitterly by them, 
but the people of his ward who are for better 
police protection and for the better regula- 
tion of the saloon business are supporting 
him, and it is believed with this support he 
will defeat his republican opponent, Frank 
Falk. 

The friends of higher license have put it 
up to the people of the ward not to neglect 
an alderman who took a stand against the 
saloon interests when the liquor men an- 
nounced their intention of defeating mem- 
bers of the city council whd voted for an 
increase in the saloon tax. 


Municipal Ownership Men. 


Mayor Dunne and his municipal ownership 
advisers have candidates in twenty-three 
wards, but only eight of them are contested, 
and not all of them are robust in their mu- 
nicipal ownership belief. All, however, are 
said to have pledged themselves to the satis- 
faction of the mayor and his friends. They 
are as follows:

him. 

Attorneys who took a hasty review of tne 
new primary law said they thought the cor- 
poration counsel was right. There are sec- 
tions in it which would infer that saloons 
must be closed, but t no direct Inhibition. 


SPIRIT.OF LUTHER NEEDED. 
TO CURE A GRAFTING AGE. 


Ministers of the Church Founded by Re- 
former Ask for Revival of His Kind 
of Protestantism. 


More Lutheranism of the deep dyed, genu- 
ine sort that moved Martin Luther to start 
a reformation 400 years ago was the remedy 
proposed last night by speakers at the eighth

The high 
license advocates should show more and 
more of the Martin Luther kind of protest 
until these blighters of home and humanity 
elther cease to exist or pay high license; pro- 
test until your representatives in municipal 
government will not sell their souls and their 
votes. 

And such a reformation is coming. It 
is already here, I might say. You have seen 
the high financial kings exposed and brought 
to disgrace. Your sister state, Missouri, has 
a man of backbone to start a reformation 
and stand behind it.“

“TI have modified the form of the letters 
addressed to the various companies, elim- 
inating the reference to the compulsory pow- 
ers of the commissioner for the reason that 
all information thus far obtained has been 
voluntarily given. Because of the matters 
pending in the department of justice in rela- 
tion, to the injunction cases, as you under- 
stand, we are avoiding the use of compulsory 
process in matters connected with that case. 


Contention of the Defense. 

The defense is said to contend that the de- 
partment of justice and department of com- 
merce and labor were working together on 
these letters. The government lawyers de- 
clare that the letters show plainly that no 
compulsion was used, and that they did not 
attempt to introduce the letters because they 
did not believe they would be allowed to go 
in as between commissioner and agent. 

Mr. Hynes asked if the witness knew that 
District Attorney Morrison withheld the let- 
ter just read. which he wrote to Mr. Durand 
on Jan. 28, 1905. 

I did not,“ was the reply. 

Was there any discussion whether it 
should be withheld?’ 

Tes, I wanted it produced.“ 

Mr. Hynes said the letter had been kept 
back by Mr. Morrison until it had been dis- 
covered by Mr. Hynes. 


Court Orders Draft Produced. 

Mr. Hynes then asked for the letter which 
contained the matter pertaining to com- 
pulsory powers. Mr. Garfield said he had 
only rough drafts of the letters. Mr. Mor- 
rison objected to this. He held the letter 
now asked for was never submitted to the 
defendants: 

*“ Suppose this draft contained some such 
language that these defendants testified was 
used by Mr. Garfield and Mr. Durand in 
their Interview on April 18.“ said the court.

Will Sea Swallow Islands? 


Most alarming and significant to those who 
recall the predictiong of some of the sel- 
entistse who visited the islands after the 
eruption in 1902, that some dane or more 
of the islands would sink beneath the sea 
and the imhabitants be swallowed up with- 
out an instant's warning, ie the situation 
in St. Lucia, At C@ibtries, the port of the 
island, the wharves already have sunk five 
inches and continue to subside, even when 
the earth seems for the moment to be still. 

Businese in Castries is entirely suspended. 
The cathedral and the bank building have 
been all but wrecked. The walls of many 
buildings are cracked and the sides of many 
houses are bulging over the sidewalks. 

All vessels left the roadstead loaded with 
as many passengers as could be taken 


1 aboard and the vast majority who had been 


left behind are in terror of what will happen 
next. 


St. Pierre Horror Recalled. 


The destruction of the town of St. Pierre 
on May 8, 1902, was the greatest disaster of 
modern times, and followed a series of earth- 
quakes similar to the ones now in progress 
throughout the entire West Indies group. 

In 1902, as in the present year, the seismic 
disturbances had continued for several weeks 
before Mont Pelee showed signs of activity. 
| Then on May 8 it suddenly burst into vio- 
lence, pouring out great quantities of lava 
and smoke day and night. Still there was 
nrtle alarm, as the people of St. Pierre had 
become accustomed to the activity of the 
volcano. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning of May 8, after 
the volcano had been quiescent for nearly 
eighteen hours, there was an explosion with- 
in Mont Pelee which from a new vent on the 
side of the crater forced a great blast of 
flame down the side of the mountain, over 
the city of Mont Pelee, and far out over the 
harbor. 

One Moment of Death. 

That fearful blast of fame brought death 
to every person in St. Pierre save one, a pris- 
oner confined in a basement cell of the prison. 
The town itself was destroyed and the flame 
even destroyed the shipping in the harbor, 
one steamer alone being able to escape half 
burned. 

All this fearful destruction of life and prop- 
erty. came in an instant and in an instant it 
was over. One breath of fame wiped out city 

and people. Then for days Mont Pelee

The first feeling of depression over Ger- 
many’s rejection of the French proposals is 
gradually wearing off, however, and a slight- 
ly more hopeful feeling is observable among 
the other delegates. Strong influences op- 
erate to induce the Germans to recognise 
the syndicate of French bankers who fur- 
nished the first loan to Morocco and who 
seek thereby to obtain a preferred position 
in the state bank and numerous compromises 
on the details of the bank are being dis- 
cussed. 


Rouvier Staves Off Debate. 


PARIS, Feb. 28.—A sensational debate was 
in the chamber of deputies today, 
as several orators intended to question the 
government upon the Moroccan situation. 
Premier Rouvier made an earnest appeal to 
the chamber not to force a debate at this mo- 
ment, as it might embarrass the interests of 
the country. Later, the premier added, when 
the conference at Algeciras terminated or 
was suspended, he would fully discuss the 
question.

“ High finance” has had few more distin- 
guished exponents than J. Whitaker Wright, 
whose failure in December, 1900, brought 
ruin to thirteen firms and thirty’ members 
of the London stock exchange and swept 
away the fortunes of probably thousands of 
persons, the crash involving also the reputa- 
tions of many men high in British political 
and social! circles. 

Sensational as was the failure of Wright, it 
paled before the climax of his death by poison 
self-administered within an hour of his con- 
viction on the charge of “ fraud of a direet- 
or and his condemnation to seven years’ 
penal servitude. 


Career in America. 

Whitaker Wright's financial career began 
at Leadville, Colo., where, before he was 26 
years old, he was engaged in several mining 
enterprises which did not result in great 
profit. In 1885 he went to Philadeiphid, where 
he entered the brokerage business. There he 
Was naturalized and married, and from 1887 
to 1801 he maintained a costly establishment 
at Haverford. 

Then he went to London with the intention 
of retiring from business on the $1,000,000 
which he had accumulated in America. The 
shrinkage in the value of some of the securi- 
ties which he carried induced him, however, 
to go to the West Australian gold felds in 
13893, where he entered more largely into the 
exploitation of mining properties.

SUPREME COURT GRANTS HABEAS 
CORPUS; ORCHARD DYING. 


Principal Witness Against Three Ac- 
cused Officers of Western Federa-~ 
tion Reported Near Death from 
Pneumonia, Follewing Announce- 
ment of Victory Scored by Prison- 
ers’ Attorney—Consapiracy to Keep 
Men in Jail Is Charged. 


Boise, Idaho, Feb. 23.— [Special. }—The state 
Supreme court late this afternoon issued a 
writ of habeas corpus in the cases of Moyer, 
Haywood, and Pettibone, officers of the 
Western Federation of Miners accused of the 
murder of former Gov. Steunenberg. 

The writ is made returnable March 1, at 
which time a return will be made and a time 
set for hearing. 

Just after the Supreme court announced its 
decision news was brought from the peniten- 
tiary that Harry Orchard, the chief witness 
for the prosecution, was dying. Orchard's 
temperature was 104 and he is suffering with 
acute pneumonia. 


Fear Orchard Is Dying. 

Unless a change sets in within twenty-four 
hours his physicians say he cannot live. 

Attorneys for each side took different views 
of this news. Lawyers for the accused said 
Orchard’s death would compel! the prosecu- 
tion to produce the alleged confession of 
Orchard, which the federation lawyers say 
does not exist. 

Attorneys for the prosecution admitted 
Orchard’s evidence was the only testimony 
that could convict the accused, but they 
said the confession was all sufficient and 
they would produce it when the proper time 
came. 


Conspiracy Charged in Petition. 

The petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
for Moyer, Haywood, and Pettibone was pre- 
sented by Attorney E. F. Richardson, who 
represented the prisoners. The petition al- 
leged conspiracy on the part of Gov. Frank 
Goode and Attorneys Hawley and Vanduyn, 
who are employed in the prosecution, to de- 
prive the prisoners of their liberty without 
due process of law. 

Attorneys Richardson and Miller, Nugent, 
and Moore went to the state penitentiary this 
morning and asked to see the prisoners and 
Harry Orchard. ‘They saw all of the men 
except Orchard, who sent out word that he 
did not care toseethem. Attorney Richard- 
son entered a vigorous protest against the 
prisoners being confined under the rules gov- 
erning convicts. 

Tomorrow the prisoners will be taken to 
Caldwell, where a grand jury will meet to 
investigate the assassination of Gov. Steun- 
enbertz. 

McParlan Leaves for Idaho. 

Denver, Colo., Feb. B. — Detective James 
McParian has left for Idaho with all the 
documentary evidence in the Steunenberg 
murder case, including Harry Orchard’s con- 
fession, in his possession. He will testify 
before the grand jury, whivh is to begin its 
investigatior next Monday. He will be the 
rrincipal witness. 


SPLIT CONSIDERED CERTAIN. 


Full Scale Committee of Thirty-six Rat- 
ines Report and Submité Schedule to 
Reading Railway President at Once. 


New York, Feb. 23.—[Special.J—The full 
scale committee of thirty-six anthracite 
mineworkers, of which President Mitchell 
and the presidents and secretaries of the 
districts are members, met tonight in a hall 
on Third: avenue to hear the report of the 
subcommittee of seven on demands. The 
demands were read in detail and unanimous- 
ly ratified, 

A schedule of the demands was then sent 
in a registered letter to President George F. 
Baer of the Reading railroad, whose head-~ 
quarters are in Philadelphia. On receipt 
of the demands President Baer will call a 
meeting of the joint subcommittee of opera- 
tors and miners appointed last week. This 
meeting will be held at 143 Liberty street 
on Monday or Tuesday. 

Whether the operators and miners’ com- 
mittee split on the demands or not no action 
will be taken on them until the report after- 
wards is made to the committee of the whole, 
which met last week, consisting of the 
miners’ scale committee, presidente of the 
coal carrying railroads, and representatives 
of individual operators. 

The demands practically are the same as 
those adopted at the Shamokin convention, 
consisting of an eight hour work day, full 
recognition of the union, readjustment of the 
wage scale, which will mean an increase in 
wages and modification of the methods of 
the conciliation board appointed under the 
award of the anthracite strike commission. 

It is thought tonight that a eplit over 
the demands practically is certain. The 
operators already have stated they are not 
in favor of making any change in the meth- 
ods of the conciliation board and will not 
grant either a general eight hour work day, 
full recognition of the union or an advance 
in wages. They are willing to renew the 
agreement of April 1 as it stands, continuing 
the conciliation board. 


Illinois Miners Indorse Demands. 


Springfield, III., Feb. 23.—[{Special.]—The 
Illinois miners’ convention today indorsed the 
action of the national convention in refusing 
to make an agreement with the operators 
that did not carry with it an eee in 
wages. 


STILL ANOTHER COAL MERGER. 


Project to Control Practically the Entire 
Bituminous Output of Illinois and 
Indiana Is Reported. 


A still greater coal merger was reported 
yesterday as a probable sequel to the con- 
solidation of the fields controlled by the 
Rock Igland and Frisco railroad systems, 
which was announced last week. 

The Deering Coal company is named asthe 
nucleus of a new operating and selling cor- 
poration calculated to embrace large mines 
in Illinois and all Indiana coal properties 
not now controlled by the Vandalia inter- 
ests, among which are the mines owned by 
the Job Freeman and the L. T. Dickason 
companies, the John R. Walsh and the In- 
diana Southern mines, and a group owned by 
two Indiana men, J. C. Kolsem and J. Smith 
Talley. 

The total valuation of these bituminous 
coal producing fields is estimated at $50,000,- 
000. L. T. Dickason declined to discuss the 
proposed combination, although he admitted 
there might be something in the report. 
Other coal operators said the merger plan 
was formulated and that it might be extend- 
ed to include the entire bituminous output.

Enjoins City from Attempting 
to Enforce the Ordinance 
Passed in 1900. 


MILLS’ PLEA IS GRANTED. 


Court Ruling Deprives Henry M. 
Ashton of His Job as Spe- 
cial Counsel. 


The end of the litigation between the city 
and the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany came yesterday, when Judge Grosscup 
entered an order of injunction restraining 
the city from trying to enforce the 75 cent 
ordinance of 1900. As this ordinance was 
repealed by the 85 cent one passed by the 
council a few days ago this would seem to 
end the matter. 

Outside of the gas consumers who have 
been saving their bills in the hope that per- 
haps at some time the 1900 ofdinance should 
be declared valid and been looking for a re- 
bate, the only loser by the decision would 
seem to be Henry M. Ashton. His job as 
special counsel in gas matters is gone. The 
decision, however, does not stop the con- 
sumers from suing on their back bills if 
they want to. The 85 cent ordinance spe- 
cifically allows this. The city, however, has 
lost its case. 


City Sued by D. O. Mills. 

The decision waé in the suit of D. O. Mills 
of San Francisco, a stockholder in the Peo- 
ple’s, seeking to restrain the city from en- 
forcing the 75 cent ordinance. He alleged 
that the price of 75 cents was one at which 
the company. could not make any money 
and therefore unfair and brought his suit 
in the United States court “ because he is 
not a resident of IIlinois.“ 

The city demurred tosthe suit, alleging 
that it really was brought in the interest of 
the gas company and that Mr. Mills was a 
figurehead used for the purpose of getting 
the case into the federal courts. Judge 
Grosscup previously had sent to the state 
courts an application for an injunction made 
by the company. The plea of the city was 
that this case take the same course. The 
decision, however, was different. 


Points in the Decision. 


Following are some of the points in the 
decision: 

The considerations chiefly relied upon by 
the city are that the offices of the company 
openly expressed their desire to see the com- 
plainant succeed; that counsel for the com- 
plainant is is the counsel who argued the 
company’s case in the Supreme court; that 
a director of the company contributed §5,000 
toward the complainant's expenses in this 
suit; that the complainant admitted that the 
suit was brought to confer jurisdiction on the 
United States court; and, generally, that 
the suit ig in the interest of the gas com- 


y. 

A chain of circumstantial evidence, the 
court said, might establish a case. Such a 
chain Judge Grosscup could not discover. He 
continued: 

“All the circumstances considered, I can 
reasonably believe that Mills brought this 
suit, not under an agreement with the com- 
pany but contrary to what the company 
then regarded to be its true interest; and that 
the bringing of the suit in the United States 
court was hot because it was so planned 
between Mills and the company but because 
Mills, being entitled as a stockholder to bring 
his suit in some court having jurisdiction 
of the subject matter, chose that court.“ 


Lewis Sheds No Tears. 

Corporation Counsel Lewis was none too 
sorry when he learned that his special as- 
sistant, Mr. Ashton, was out of a job. Mr. 
Ashton had presented to him a bill for $375, 
of which $150 was for court work at $50 
e day and the rest for office work at $25 
a day. Mr. Ashton’s frenzy as a reformer, 
it appeared, did not lessen his capacity to 
make large charges. 

The court work” consisted of a day and 
a half attendance at Judge Grosscup’s court 
and the office work largely of attendance 
at the recent meetings of the council com- 
mittee on gas, oll, and electric light consider- 
ing the new ordinance. 

One item especially aroused the gallant 
colonel. It read: 

Attendance on gas committee and consultation 
with the corporation counsel, ome day, . 

The idea of a lawyer charging for con- 
sultation with his superior associate is a 
new thing to me,“ remarked Col. Lewis. 


BOY AND HIS GRANDMOTHER 
ACCUSED OF PERJURY IN SUIT. 


Assistant City Attorney Cook Charges 
David Rebeck and Mrs. Sarah Arn- 
house Attempted to Defraud City. 


Believing that perjury has been committed 
in a suit against the city for $20,000 damages, 
in which a jury after being out four minutes 
returned a verdict against the plaintiff, Judge 
Healy in the Circult court yesterday ordered 
that the plaintiff, David Rebeck, 12 years old, 
and his grandmother, Mrs. Sarah Arnhouse, 
479 Halsted street, appear before him next 
Tuesday morning for further examination. 

The suit against the city was for damages 
for an injury which the boy said he received 
when he fell on a defective sidewalk at 
Twelfth and Morgan streets in May, 1899. 
At ‘the trial the boy and his grandmother 


injured, and that as a result his right leg 
was shorter than the other leg. They also 
stated that the boy never had been injured 
before.

STATE'S ATTORNEY ASSURED OF- 
FICE IS NOT SUSPECTED. 


President Brundage of County Board 
and Chairman Steele of Investigat- 
ing Committee Both Tell Him They 
Allege Ne Corruption, and Offer 
Congratulations for Fearless Work

States Attorney John J. Healy was as- 
sured yesterday by President Brundage of 
the county board that the latter had no sus- 
picion that there was any corruption in ine 
state’s attorney's office. Mr. Brundage sent 
a letter to that effect to Mr. Healy. George 
F. Steele, chairman of the county investigat- 
ing: committee, sent a letter to Mr. Healy of 
similar import. 

Mr. Brundage announced that the county 
committee would be prepared next Monday 
to report the shortage it had discovered in 
an investigation of the records of John A. 
Linn as clerk of the Circuit court. This 
shortage, it is understood, is $1,760, for fees 
in condemnation suits. 


Says Binns Is Within the Law. 

Mr. Healy said that in view of the two: 
letters he had received he did not believe 
there would be any investigation of his office, 
though he was ready for one. The charge 
made was that his stenographer, Charles 
Binns, had exceeded his legal rights in taking 
compensation for work outside of that al- 
lowed him his contract with the 
county. 

Mr. Binns,” said the state’s attorney, 
“tells me that in the first eight months of 
his contract he lost $366. The county pays 
him $10,800 a year and his monthly pay roll 
amounts to §792.

COMPETITION FOR PRIZES 
TO BE STOPPED IN SCHOOL. 


Management Committee Rejects Bequest 
for More Such Contests and Votes to 
Abolish All After This Year. 


The awarding of prises to public school 
pupils who win them in competitive contests 
will be abolished after this school year, ifa 
recommendation adopted by the school man- 
agement committee yesterday is concurred 
in by the school board. The committee took 
the stand that the giving of prizes and medals 
is more detrimental to the pupil than bene- 
ficial. 

Principals have taken the stand that the in- 
terest of the pupil in his school work is dis- 
tracted when taking part in any contest fora 
medal or prize. 

The matter went before the committee. 
when a subcommittee made a report con- 
cerning a provision of the will of the late 
Thomas Brenan which provides that $600 be 
held in trust to provide medals for winners 
in essay contests in several schools, which 
were named. The committee recommended 
that the offer be refused, because of “ strug- 
gie and strife among the pupils in such com- 
petitive contests,“ and also voted to abolish 
all other medal and prize provisions unless 
the basis of their giving be changed. 

Herrick, Allen, Boyesen, and Martin, who 
acted as counsel of the school board in the 
teachers’ salary suit, submitted an opinion 
to the board on the question of accepting a 
compromise of the salary suit with the teach- 
ers. They find that only teachers whose 
names appear on the bill can have a share 
in the money if a compromise is made.

“Judge Grosscup has no right to make 
such an order,’’ the mayor said. “ He might 
as well try to order that the city council 
give the Union Traction company a franchise 
for a street which it does not now occupy. 
It would be a usurpation of power.“ 

“ We do not want to ask Judge Grosseup 
make the order unless we have to,” said an 
official of the traction company. “ We are 
exhausting every recourse we have before 
going to this extreme, but Mayor Dunne

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HOCH IS HANGED, 


Executed in Jail After the 
Final Effort to Save Him 
Had Failed. 


HABEAS CORPUS SOUGHT. 


United States Judge Landis Re- 
fuses to Interfere with 
the Case. 


hann Noch died on the gallows yester- 
day. The sentence of the court that he 
should be hanged between 10 and 2 o'clock 
was carried out shortly before the latter 
hour. Stoically he stepped upon the drop, 
made a last declaration of hie innocence, 
and his life war given in legal atonement 
for the murder of Marie Walcker Hoch, one 
of the many wives whom he was accuses 
of poisoning. : 

Desperate efforts were made to seve him 
from the gallows even until the hour when 
he was taken from the death cell, but all 
measures were inadeqthate to do more than 
te prolong hie life two or three hours. It 
had been planned to place him the 
scaffold before 11 o'clock, but the efforts of 
s attorneye and the desire of Jailer Whit- 
man to grant hie last request for as long 
a time as ble delayed his execution 
until 1:30. Grop fell at 1:34. 


Waiting for the Execution. 

Before that hour 100 persone had gath- 
ered in the north corridor of the old jail 
building. The scaffold had been erected at 
a height even with the second tier of cells, 
which had been vacated of prisoners. All 
eyes watched the platform, where a trio of 
deputies stood guard. For an hour the wit- 
nesses of the finality of the law watched 
and waited. The only light that entered the 
: corridor, from windows high in the wall, 
seemed to fall with especial distinctness 
upon the new rope and its tightly tied noose. 

The comparative stfliness was broken by 
steps along the’ floor leading to 
the scaffold. Deputy Sheriff Charles W. 
Peters appeared and was followed by Jaller 
Whitman walking side by side with Hoch. 
After them came the Lutheran ministers, 
who have been the condemned man’s spir- 
itual advisers during his imprisonment, and 
behind followed a squad of guards. 

The murderer himself seemed to be the 
calmest and the most collected person in 
the group. With hie hands behind him he 
stepped upon the drop and assumed an air 
of almost military precision, bringing his 
heels together sharply and holding his head 
erect. Not a sign of trembling, not a trace 
of fear was visible. His face was stern, 
but his eyes. were steady in their gaze. Thus 
he stood, Sheriff Peters at one aide, the min- 
jisters at the other, and the guards in the 
background, while Jailer Whitman placed

TO BE ASKED ON MONDAY. 


Attorney for Complaining Stockhold<« 
ers Will Give State’s Attorney 
Healy Facts to Be Used in the Crim-«- 
imal Prosecution of Former Judge 
Abner Smith, G. F. Sorrow, F. E.

Evidence for the criminal prosecution of 
the officials of the defunct Bank of America 
probably will be given to State’s Attorney 
Healy on Monday Thisstatement was made 
yesterday by Eli B. Felsenthal, attorney for 
the complaining stockholders, who believe 
that former Judge Abner Smith, G. F. Sor- 
row, F. E, Creelman, and J. V. Pierce should 
be brought before the Criminal court to 
answer for their conduct as bank officials. 

While Attorney Felsenthal was pushing 
the work of the expert accountant who is 
working at the bank books under his direo- 
tion, Recelver D. D. Healy was engaged in 
examining the contents of the safety deposit 
vault of Mr. Sorrow, former vice president of 
the bank, in the Chamber of Commerce 
building. On the advice of Attornéy Fol- 
lansbee, Sorrow gave up the key to the vault 
to Deputy Sheriff Higgins, who was armed 
with an attachment writ. An inventory of 
the contents of the vault follows: 

Gold watch, property of Mrs. Katie L. Sorrow. 
Jewel came (empty), property of Mr. Sorrow. 
Polier for $5,000 in Mutual Life Insurance com 
pany, payable to Mra. Sorrow. The sum of $3870 

had been borrowed on the policy. 
Policy for $5,000 in Providence Savings Life In- 
euramce company, payable to Mre, Sorrow. 

Policy fer $2,000 in New York Life Insurance 
company, payable to Mre. Sorrow. 

Sharer in the Welcoott Gold Mining, Milling and 
Industrial company (South Dakota) to the number 
of 4,400. The shares are thought to be worth $1 
apiece. 


Seeks Diamonds Worth $4,000. 

Receiver Healy hoped to find $4,000 in dia- 
monds, which Sorrow is reported to have 
purchased from a South Clark street pawn- 
broker for Mrs. Sorrow sho after he be- 
came an officer in the bank. o Gamonds 
were discovered, however.

The 
slipknot was tightened, the white shroud 
was draped about his body, the white cap 
drawn over his head; and, as Whitman 
stepped back, the Amen of the prayer 
was reached and the drop fell. 

A- jury of physicians studied the body as 
it swung lightly to and fro, and a few mo- 
ments later they declared that life was ex- 
tinct. His neck had been broken, and he 
died almost without a tremor, a. remarkable 
fact in the execution of a man of his 
physique. 

The body was placed in a rough coffin and 
given into the charge of the Rev. August F. 
W. Schlechte and the Rev. Mr. Birkelund. 
Shortly before it was turned over to an un- 
dertaker Mrs. Amelia Fischer Hoch, the last 
wife of the executed man and sister of the 
woman for whose death he was hanged, ap- 

eared at the jail in a carriage to ask if 

e had left any letters. Mr. Whitman gave 
to her all of Hoch’s poswessions in a suitcase, 
and she left the building without opening fk. 
She denied that she had declared she would 
commit suicide. 


Final Effort to Save Him. 

The ldst efforts in the long fight to save 
Hoch from the gallows were made in the 
morning. Frank D. Comerford and J. Jullus 
Neiger, with the assistance of Edward 
Maher, who became interested in the case 
during the last two daye, had workeda large 
part of the preceding night preparing a peti- 
tion for a writ of habeas corpus on the 
grounds that Hoch had been deprived of his 
liberty and was about to be deprived of his 
life without due process of law, in violation 
of the fourteenth amendment to the constitu- 
tion. It recited also that Hoch had been ex- 
tradited from New York for bigamy, but 
had been prosecuted for murder, that his wife 
had been forced to testify against him, and 
that he had given avidence against himself. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock the attorneys, with 
the petition in their hands, drove up to the 
federal building. They rushed before the 
clerk of the United States court, and when he 
bad stamped it they ran back to their car- 
riage and hastened to the north side to serve 
notice upon the jail officials that the petition 
had been filed. They asked for a delay unti) 
this could be passed upon by a judge. Mr. 
Peters and Mr. Whitman consented to this, 
and the petition was taken before Judge 
Landis. 

Judge Refuses to Issue Writ. 

The court refused to issue the whit. re- 
quested, and when this news reached Jailer 
Whitman he declared that he would proceed, 
as he had béen advised by State’s Attorney 
John J. Healy. Attorney Comerford said 
that an appeal to a higher. court would act 
as a supersédeas, but this was denied by 
the etate’s attorney. 

Hoch’s counsel refused to be convinced 
that their efforts were futile and asked Judge 
Landis to allow an appeal. 

“Later in the day.“ said the court, “I 
will enter such an order as will enable you 
to have this case reviewed by the Supreme 
court in the absence of your client. I will not 
now complicate matters further by delaying 
the execution. I might grant thie man ten 
days’ delay, but respect for orderly proced- 
ure compels me to act as Ihave.” 

Despite the judge’s declaration that his 
decision was final an appeal bond was pre- 
pared and Attorney Maher affixed 
hie name to it, stating that he had the funde

Large Crowd Around the Jail. 


While these friends of the prisoner were 
doing their best to help him in the last ex- 
tremity, a crowd, said to be the largest since 
the hanging of the anarchists, had gathered 
around the jail. They were forced away 
from the entrance by squads of police, but 
hovered around the corners, and several 
times when they thought they caught sight 
of Hoch's head through a window they set 
up a howl that was heard within the walls. 

All the proceedings of the day, the noise 
without, the visits of the clergymen, the 
hurrfed appearances of his attorneys, and 
‘the long delay affected Hoch little. Heslept 
well in the early hours of the morning, ate 
a hearty breakfast, and joked with the

Mystery. surrounds many parts of his life, 
but the police records show that his name 
probably was Jacob Schmidt and that he 
was born near Horweiler, Bingen, Germany, 
about fifty-two years ago. It is said that 
there he married his first wife, Christine 
Raub, who, with three children, is still liv- 
ing. It was in America that he began his 
bigamous career, and it is believed that the 
women he married under almost as many 
aliases number two score and more. Many 
of them died under suspicious circumstances 
ascribed to nephritis, but the presence of 
arsenic in the embalming fluids prevented 
the detection in the body of its use before 
death. 8 

Hoch’s Career in Chicago. 

Hoch’s career in Chicago began on Dec. 16, 
1895, when he married Julia Steinbrecher, 888 
Belmont avenue, who died shortly after- 
wards, declaring that she had been poisoned 
She left $2,000, of which Hoch disposed. Hise 
marital adventures during che next ten years 
touched as many states, but the end began to 
develop with the death of Mre Marie 
Walcker-Hoch on Jan. 12, 1904, five weeks 
after he had married her. Six days later he 
married her sister, Amelia Fischer, the 
woman who was largely. instrumental in se- 
curing his conviction, but who later returned 
to his side and was his almost constant com- 
panion in jail. 

He was convicted before Judge Kersten on 
‘May 19, 1905, and was sentenced to be hanged 
on June 23. Two reprieves were obtained 
while funds were raised to take his case to 
the Supreme court and a third respite was 
given by a writ of supersedeas by Justice 
Magruder.. The higher court denied him a 
new trial, the pardon board refused to inter- 
fere further, and the sentence was executed

Washington, D. C.. Feb. 23.—[Special.J— 
Robert S. Waddell, president of the Buckeye 
Powder company of Peoria, III., has made 
the sensational charge to the president and 
congress that the government is at the mercy 
of the powder trust. This trust is the Du- 
pom powder trust, which he alleges owns 
and controls the Lafiin & Rand, the Interna- 
tional, and the California powder companies. 
It charges an exorbitant price for material 
furnished the government and its net profits 
amount to the enormous aum of $2,520,000 per 
annum. 

Senator Allison, chairman of the appro- 
priations committee of the senate, has re- 
ceived a letter from Mr. Waddell making the 
charge that the powder trust is violating the 
laws of the state and federal governments, 
and urging that powder factories be erected 
to supply the army and navy with explosives. 
The senator has referred a copy of Mr. Wad-

Powder Facilities Are Limited. 


The fortifications bill alone appropriates 
000 for the purchase of ammunition, 
which includes projectiles as well as powder. 
More than $1,500,000 must be appropriated 
for the purchase of ammunition for the 
army during the next fiscal year and more 
than $5,000,000 for the navy. The navy 
department sought some years ago to make 
Seelf independent of the powder companies 
and secured legislative authority to manu- 
facture its own ammunition, but the out- 
put of its plant is comparatively small and 
0 practically all the powder the navy uses 
is supplied by the companies named in Mr. 
Waddell’s letter. 

As it is, the capacity of the plants which 
Mr. Waddell charges are controlled by the 
powder trust is not sufficient to provide a 
supply large enough to enable the country 
to carry on a long war. It has been sug- 
gested that all the powder mills in the coun- 
try, working for a month with their present 
capacity, would scarcely be able to make 
as much ammunition as would be fired in 
@ naval battle lasting only two hours. Gen. 
Crozier, chief of ordnance of the army, is 
Ynclined to think this is exaggerated, but 
it is a fact that a tremendous quantity of 
ammunition is used in even a short engage- 
ment. 

Gen. Crozier, ohief of ordnance, told the 
house committee on appropriations that the 
facilities for making powder are not up to 
what they were during the civil war because 
all the powder plants of that time are ob- 
solete. During the civil war powder was 
made of charcoal, sulphur, and nitre. It 
is now made of cotton, nitric acid, ether, and 
alcohol. As the powder companies appar- 
ently have no intention of enlarging their 
plants and no other capitalists are embark- 
ing in powder manufacturing Gen. Crozier 
and Rear Admiral Mason, chief of the naval 
bureau or ordnance, are buying large re- 
serve supplies of ammunition. 


Character of the Monopoly. 
The letter of Mr. Waddell calls attention to 
the c eter of the monopoly of the Dupont 
“This country, through the 
Of it says, has expended 
hundreds of millions of dollars in building a 
navy and in constructing fortifications for 
the defense of the republic in times of peril. 
Many more millions have been expended in 
guns and o ce for the use of the navy 
and army,-for without these our ships and 
forts would be worthless. 

“You are about to appropriate additional 
millions of dollars for ships, guns, men, and 
munitions of war. Without pewder to hurl 
shot and shells our navy would be: : 

Idle as a painted mix 
Upon @ painted ocean. 

“Yet this great country is wholly de- 
pendent in times of peace and war on one 
gigantic trust that has an absolute and ex- 
clusive monopoly for the manufacture of all 
powder the government requires for offensive 
and defendive use. When you know beyond 
doubt that the Dupont trust is owned and 
controlled by men who daily, continually, and 
openly defy and break the laws of the states 
and nation how much faith can be placed in 
their loyalty and patriotism in times of emer- 
gency and national distress?” 


Tells of Enormous Profits. 


Mr. Waddell shows how the trust makes its 
enormous profits. Each company bids separ- 
ately the same price for ordnance smokeless 
powder, 70 cents per pound, the United States 
government to furnish the alcohol, which 
costs approximately 5 cents per pound. This 
powder is made, Mr. Waddell says, by the 
“powder trust” under the inspection of 
army and navy officers stationed at the plants 
and who know it is composed of cotton satur- 
ated in nitric and sulphuric acids, then 
washed, forming guncotton that costs 20 to 
22 cents per pound. The guncotton then gel- 
atinized when completed, with all salaries 
and expenses added, costs 80 to 85 cents 
r pound. Navy war departments pay the 
pont trust 70 cents per pound for all the 
government consumes. 

For several years the departments have 
paid to that powder pool (Dupont, and Lafiin, 
and Rand) 88 and 90 cents per pound. Then 
the International plant was built and compe- 
tition reduced the. price to the present basis, 
when the Dupont trust obtained control of 
the International product. 

The three eastern seaboard plants are in al- 
most constant operation. Estimating the 
consumption of the government at the ca- 
pacity of the plants, say 7,200,000 pounds a 

the net profits of the Dupont trust, Mr. 
addell declares, are $2,520,000 per year. 

As a remedy for this condition of affairs Mr. 
Waddell suggests that the United States can 
build and equip four better powder plants 
than the trust owns at a cost of not to ex- 
ceed 000 each, and have more than 
$1,000, left in the treasury that would 
under present conditions be paid to further 
enrich the trust.“ 


No Chance for Capital. 


To the query, “If the profits are so large 
capitalists invest and compete?’ 


“They know the conditions and methods 


of the powder trust; that the United States 


government is hopelessly at the mercy of this 
monster, which recently swelled its capital 
from $2,000,000 to $50,000,000 on paper. These 
capitalists know that the competition they 
would offer would prove futile and in declin- 
ing assign reasons that are good, but are not 
complimentary to our government.

He insisted that Senator Cullom of Illinois, 
author of the original interstate commerce 
law and practically the author of the Dolli- 
ver-Hepburn bill, was entitled to the honor 
of making the report: The members of the 
committee were doubtful whether Senator 
Cullom’s health would enable him to return 
to Washington in time to make the necessary 
report. 

At thie juncture Senator Aldrich of Rhode 
Island, head of the railroad crowd, and the 
unquestioned republican floor leader in the 
senate, saw what he believed to be an open- 
ing for a chance to discredit the majority re- 
port. It was Senator Aldrich, therefore, who 
offered the resolution directing that Sen- 
ator Tillman of South Carolina, a democrat, 
should prepare the report of a majority of 
the committee favoring the adoption of the 
Hepburn bill as it passed the house. 

The object of Senator Aldrich was quite 
well understood. It was to make it appear 
that Senators Dolliver and Clapp did not rep- 
resent the republican sentiment on the com- 
mittee, but hed succeeded in forcing their 
views on the senate by means of a nonparti- 
san combination with the democrats. 

The two republican senators were put in a 
position where they were forced te vote to 
permit Senator Tillman to make the report. 
They took the ground that railroad rate 
regulation is not a partisan ſssue. They in- 
sisted that they were representing the un- 
questioned views of a great majority of the 
republicans of the Missiasippi valley: As a 
matter of course the democrats accepted the 
resolution proposed by Aldrich, and Mr. Till- 
man of South Carolina therefore will pre- 
pare the report of the committee.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 23.— [Special. —

mission to make an immediate inquiry re- 
garding alleged restraints of trade on the 
part of certain railroads in the handling of 
coal and oll.

Mr. Mann said that, while he was entirely 
in favor of the resolution, “‘ the proposition 
in this resolution is, among other things, to 
have the interstate commerce commission 
make an investigation as to whether railroad 
companies have violated any provisions of 
the Sherman anti-trust law, so far as their 
operations are concerned with dealing in 
coal or oll. We give the interstate commerce 
commission power to compel any railroad 
official or other person who may have knowl- 
edge upon any of these questions to appear 
before the commission and testify under oath. 
But we provide by the law that the person 
having testified cannot be subjected to pros- 
ecution in relation to any matters concern- 
ing which he has testified, not limiting that

LABOR WANTS VETO TO “URGENT 
DEFICIENCY BILL.” 
Federation Sends Message to Presi-«- 
dent Urging Him to Arrest Measure 
Which Abolishes 8 Hour Workday 
on the Panama Canal, Which Is Re- 
warded as a Deliberate, Intended 
Blow at the Movement—Plan New 

Union Headquarters. 


Labor in Chiéago yesterday appealed to 
President Roosevelt to veto the urgent 
deficiency ’’ bill passed by congress, which 
abolishes the eight hour workday on the 
Panama canal. The names of President 
John Fitzpatrick and Secretary E. N. Nock- 
els of the Chicago Federation of Labor were 
signed to a telegram sent to Washington 
as follows: 

Organized labor is unanimously protest- 
ing against the urgent deficiency bill so long 
as it contains the provision repealing the 
eight hour law or any part of it and most 
respectfully requests a veto.” 

The action of the local unfons followed 
instructions from President Gompers of the 
American Federation of Labor. In a state- 
ment Mr. Gompers asserted that the law was 
intended as the beginning of an attack upon 


the eight. hour. statute as applied to all gov- 


ernment servica 


New Headquarters AreSought.

ASKS STATES TO PASS LAW 
AGAINST MIGRATORY DIVORCE. 


Conference at Washington Adopts Reso- 
‘lution Approving Massachusetts Act 
as One to Be Copied. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 28.—Before finally 
adjourning last night the congrese on uni- 
form. divorce laws for the several states 
adopted the following resolution, which seeks 
to make even more stringent the laws per- 
taining to the migratory ’’ character of 
divorce: 

“Each state should adopt a statute em- 
bodying the principle contained in the Mas- 
sachusetts act, which is as follows: 

I an inhabitant of this commonwealth 
goes into another state or country to ob- 
tain a divorce for a cause which occurred 
here while the parties resided here or fora 
cause which would not authorise a divorce 
by the laws of this commonwealth, a divorce 
so obtained shall be of no force or effect in 
this commonwealth.’ ” 

In reporting this resolution Chairman 
Smith of the resolutions committee ex- 
plained that its purpose was to guard against 
migratory divorce, which would still ob- 
tain, providing some state or states declined 
to adopt the uniform divorce code to be pre- 
pared. 

A resolution was also adopted providing 
that Fraud or collusion in obtaining or at- 
tempting to obtain divorces should be made 
statutory crimes by the criminal code.”

Continue End Would Be Reached in 

" Michigan, Wincougin, and Mtnne- 
sota Within a Few Years—Produc- 
early Stationary ana Apparently 


of Michigan, Wisconsin, and 
Minnesota for 1905 is published in the Amert- 
can Lumberman of this city, issued today, bo- 
ing the thirty-third annual statement. 

According to the statement there was last 
year à total production of white and norway 
pine in the three states of 8,628,029,000 feet, 
against 4,220,917,000 tin the year 1904, show- 
in a decrease of 500,985,000 feet. 

Glanoing backward the total in any 
one year was tn 1890, 8/697,623,000 feet. The 
output of last year was but a little mor than 
40 per cent of the total of 1890. 

In 1892, under the stimulus of prosperity | 
and the extraordinary demand caused by the 
building of the Columbian exposition build- 
ings and general preparations for that event, 
the total rose nearly to that of 1890, reaching | 
8.584, 222.80 feet, but since that year the de- 
cline has been gradual, with variations in 
ratio from year to year. . 


Getting Near the End, 


If the rate of decrease during the last four 
yeare continues, with the present cutting 
capacity, the annual output will taper down 
to nothing in six and a half years. But it is 
cértain that before then many mills will have 
gone out of commission, and thus the annual 
output will continue longer than the period 
— though in greatly diminishing quan- 

ty. 

The decrease in production during the last 
consecutive four years has been at the aver- 
age rate of 554,788,667 feet annually. The 
total product of 1905 nearly coincided with 
that of 1878, the first year in which the Lum- 
berman’s statistics were compiled. en the 
preponderating output was in Michigan and 
eastern Wisconsin; now the greater produc- 
tion is innorthwestern Wisconsin and in Min- 
nesota. 

East of a line drawn through Wisconsin, 
north and south, west of Green Bay, the 
total amount of pine lumber turned out laet 
year was 580,578,000 feet; as late as 1880 ft 
was 4,524,870,000 feet. Last year the total 
output in the section of country west of the 
line indicated was 8,047,456,000 feet, or nearly 
four-fifths of the total for the three states. 


Hardwood and Hemlock. 

While the pine production of the three 
northern states has greatly decreased, hem- 
lock and the hardwoods have helped to main- 
tain the lumber industry. The total output 
of hemlock lumber in Wisconsin and Micht- 
gan in 1905 was 1,195,073,000 feet, compared 
to 1.291. 160 000 feet in 1904 and 1,384,444,000 
feet in 1908; the amount produced in the last 
named year being the largest output cf any 
one of five consecutive years. The course of 
hemieck production has shown so little vari- 
ation within recent years as to lead to the 
conelusion that it has about reached its 
maximum. 

The total cut of hardwood lumber in the 
three states under review in 1905, as reported 
from 546 mills, probably 80 per cent of the 
whole, was 1.007. 807. 000 feet. Statistics Jn 
respect to the hardwoods are incomplete, but 
as far as obtained the total output shows no 
marked variation during the last five years. 
Thus it appears that both hemlock and the 
hardwoods have reached their maximum of 
annual production, 


INVESTIGATES FIRE; HIDES

The fire in the flat building at 501 West 
Twelfth street early yesterday morning, from 
which three blind children were rescued after 
they had been overcome by smoke, is be- 
lieved to have been of incen@tary origin. 
Samuel Myers, an occupant of the building, is 
being held by the police pending an investiga- 
tion by Fire Attorney Frank Hogan. 

Myers was taken into custody by Detective 
James Costello, who hid under a table in the 
flat and waited for three hours for Myers to 
return home. The detective went to the 
flat in the afternoon, but no one was at home. 
He found that kerosene oil had been sprinkled 
on tables, chairs, rugs, and carpets. Then 
the detective crouched under the table, which 
was covered by a cloth which hung to the 
floor. 

After three hours he saw Myers open the 
door, peer inside, and then come into the 
room. He jumped from under the teble and 
arrested him. He was taken to Attorney 
Hogan’s office, but denied the knowledge of 
the fre. Myers has a wife and two children.

Worse even than that it has, if reports are 
to be credited, abounded in evidence of 
crass incompetence. Finally, it has raised 
and warranted the suspicion that the show 
of police activity in this matter has been 
little more than a bluff.

Such palsied “ guardians of order” should 
not be continued in the police force to ex- 
ploit and balk the course of justice. 

The attack upon Mr. Robins is generally 
believed to have been inspired by a deter- 
mination to punish him for showing up an 
unworthy aldermanic candidate. It was 
apparently an attack upon the principle of 
free and courageous political action. One 
at least of the assailants has been closely 
‘@escribed. But the police do not arrest him. 


AN IMPUDENT FRAUD. 

The Force of Life Chemical company, 

_which is being prosecuted in New York for 
| using the mails to defraud, seems to have 
deen an even more complete humbug than 
it has heretofore been represented to have 
been. It has set an example of bold impu- 
dence which those who in future seek to 
profit by human credulity will find hard to 
equal. The company advertised that its 
great discovery, “ Force of Life,” was a 
sovereign specific for all human ills. It had 
even raised the dead. When people for- 
warded money for this remarkable remedy 
they were not, as usually happens in such 
cases, sent some nasty decoction which 
would certainly do them no good and quite 
likely would do them harm. In a corner of 
the company’s office there were a barrel of 
water and a boy. Orders were filled by the 
boy from the barrel. 

Water is commonly supposed to be a 
familar substance to most people. It does 
not seem to have become familiar until late- 
ly to Mr. Hollister, a Bronx real estate 
agent. This gentleman used Force of 
Life” seven months. He did not observe 
that his health got any better in consequence 
of the treatment, but he kept on taking it 
anyway and never suspected the real iden- 
tity of Force of Life” or doubted that it 
would ultimately benefit him until the post- 
office department rudely cut off his supplies 
with a fraud order. 

All the company’s more than a milion 
patrons were not so “easy.” It was there- 
fore necessary to hire a young woman whose 
duty, as she defined it on the witness stand,

nately the race of dupes shows no sign of 
running out, and the next mountebank who 
comes along pretending to work miracles 
may reap as large profits as did the “ dis- 
coverer of “ Force of Life.” 


DANCES UNDER POLICE PROTECTION. 

There is a conflict between statements of 
the mayor and the chief of police printed 
in the same column of Tun Trisunn. The 
mayor says in an interview: We have not 
“enough policemen. We have to do the 
“best wecan. I am making every effort to 
*“ suppress crime im all places and the chief 
“is doing all he can.” 

When Chief Collins was asked, Do you 
“ call Prima hall and the United States hall, 
“where boys and girls are found drinking 
“every Saturday night, good places?“ he 
answered, “ They never have a dance with- 
“out a policeman there.“ 

The mayor says, We have not enough 
policemen.” The chief of police says he has 
enough to enable him to assign many Satur- 
day night for the surveillance of disorderly 
dances. 

Generally speaking, a dance that requires 
the presence of a policeman should be re- 
garded with suspicion. It is not deserving 
A dance that 
ean be carried on only under police supervi- 
sion or protection is not one that should be 
granted a special permit authorizing the sale 
of liquor after the lawful closing hour. 
There might be conceivably a case in which 
a respectable gathering of people for the 
purpose of dancing might ask favors from 
the police authorities, but surely a dance 
which cannot go on without the constant 
presence of a policeman to keep order is not 
such a gathering. 

The “ poor man’s” dance, which the chief 
of police seems to be so solicitous abouf, 
might well be made to close at 1 a. m., so far 
as the sale of liquor is concerned. The 
“ poor man’s drinking privileges are rather 
comprehensive in Chicago. He is now per- 
mitted to drink from 5 a. m. to 1 a. m., or 
twenty hours out of the twenty-four. The 
“poor man” who wants to drink between 
1 and 5 would much better be in bed. The 
“poor man” who drinks customarily at 
these hours is usually not an industrious or 
useful member of society. He is the kind of 
“poor man” who needs watching by the 
police, and often means, if possible, to be 
less poor by appropriating to his own 
use the goods of other people, peaceably, if 
he can, but forcibly, if he must. 

If the chief of police would waste less sym- 
pathy on “ poor men” of this description 
and look more sharply after the protection of 
the poor men and women who are obliged 
to be abroad in the early hours of the even- 
ing, and who feel that they are carrying 
their lives in their hands when they are out- 
doors, he would be showing a zeal in the dis- 
charge of his duties he does not manifest at 
present.

“CHEMICAL MEALS.” 

The chemical lunch“ with which Prof. 
Thomas B. Stillman, a New York chemist, 
regaled a couple of his friends the other 
night, shows what kind of meals many of 
the people of the United States might ex- 
pect in a few years to be sitting down to 
three times a day in the absence of legis- 
lation for their protection. 

All the dishes in Prof. Stillman’s colla- 
tion affected the five senses of his guests just 
like the similar foods and drinks which they 
were used to. His biscuits were crisp and 
palatable. His butter was as yellow as if 
it had been made of cream from the milk of 
cows that had been -grazing on a field of 
green wheat. His raspberry jelly and his 
pineapple sherbet had the right flavors. His 
cocktails were exhilarating. Yet none of 
these articles was the “real thing.” His 
biscuits contained no flour, his butter con- 
tained no butter fat, and his jelly and sher- 
bet were complete strangers to raspberries 
and pineapples. They were all artificial 
chemical compounds. The host was his 
own cook, his kitchen a laboratory, and his 
culinary utensils chemical retorts. 

Prof. Stillman has perhaps come the near- 
est to serving a meal composed entirely of 
artificial foods, but at the present rate of 
increase in the number of such foods on the 
market it would soon be possible for any- 
body to equal his feat. Some of the foods 
on the New York chemist’s bill of fare con- 
tained exactly the same chemical ingredi- 
ents as the articles of whjch they were 
imitations and therefore were harmless. If 
this were true of all bogus commodities their 
sale would be objettionable only upon the 
ground that the purchaser was deceived as 
to what he was getting. Consumers would 
be defrauded but the public health would 
not suffer. But most imitation foodstuffs 
are not constituted chemically the same as 
their originals. The profits made upon them 
if they were so constituted would not be 
large enough to gratify the greed of their 
manufacturers. As analyses show, the 
substituted ingredients are seldom so nour- 
ishing as those whose place they take and 
often are deadly poisons. Generally speak- 
ing, bogus foods are as deleterious as they 
are fraudulent. 

The consumer who is not a chemist is 
helpless to protect himself against these art- 
ful concoctions. ‘‘ Chemical meals can be 
kept from becoming the rule in the United 
States only by legislation prohibiting the 
gale of chemically compounded foods which 
are injurious to health and compelling the 
truthful branding of those which are harm- 
less. 


NO TARIFF WAR YET. 

The German government has given the 
United States fifteen months in which to 
think over the question of trade relations. 
By continuing the provisional agreement 
and abandoning’ temporarily so far as this 
country is concerned a tariff policy which 
it has much at heart, that government has 
shown its reasonableness—its readiness to 
deal with conditions as it finds them, and 
its commercial wisdom. It recognizes the 
fact that a tariff war would hurt Germany 
more than it would the United States, and 
that the only beneficiary of such a war 
would be some third nation. 

There are many American producers to 
whom this stay of proceedings will be most 
welcome. While they understand that a 
tariff war would inflict more injury on Ger- 
many than on this country they know that 
such a war, while benefiting no American 
interest, would injure them. It would de- 
prive them of a good market, and in this 
age of competition new good markets are 


not easily found. Doubtless they will do 


what they can during the truce which has 
been granted to persuade the American gov- 
ernment to enter into a permanent agree- 
ment with Germany. 

There is room for an agreement which will 
be satisfactory to Germany and which will

AN INFECTIOUS DISEASES HOSPITAL. 

Tun TRIBUNE recently published a news 
item relating that a case of hydrophobia had 
been turned away from two local hospitals, 
The action of these institutions probably 
seemed to many persons exceptional and 
cruel. As a matter of fact, it was necessary, 
because the hospitals were both full at the 
time. But even if they had had plenty of 
room they would have been reluctant to 
take the patient in, because hydrophobia 
cases are extremely unwelcome at most hos- 
pitals. The men in charge have to consider 
the good of the patients they already have 
as well as of those who apply for admission, 
For many sick people quiet is indispensable 
to recovery, and when a hospital has such 
persons its management is naturally and ex- 
cusably loath to receive any one who is like 
ly to disturb their repose. 

The incident serves, like many previous 
ones, to illustrate Chicago's need of a spe- 
cial institution for the treatment of diseases 
which, because of their infectious, conta- 
gious, or otherwise dangerous or objection- 
able character, are got wanted and ought 
not to be received at the regular hospitals, 
The funds for the erection of such an insti- 
tution are already available. The need for 
it is questioned by nobody. That it has not 
already been built is solely owing to the fact 
that, while all concede it would be a great 
blessing to the city, the people of no neigh- 
borhood can be got to consent to its location 
among them. Everybody wants it, but no- 
body wants it next door. 

It is time that the matter was finally dis- 
posed of. Infectious diseases hospitals can 
be, and are, so built and managed as to be 
no more dangerous to those living imme- 
diately around them than to those living at 
a distance. Surely there is somewhere in 
the city a neighborhood whose intelligence 
and public spirit will rise superior to its 
groundless fears and selfishness and permit 
the building of so much needed and so 
beneficent a hospital.

OUNT GUY DE LA ROCHEFOU- 

CAULD, who has just been con- 

demned by the French tribunals to 
é a term of three months’ imprison- 

ment for his extremely active partici- 
pation in the church riots at Paris, is half an 
American, and his relatives and friends are 
accustomed to ascribe not only his good 
hooks but also his combative disposition—his 
readiness to fight on all and every occasion 
—to the presence of the strain of American 
blood in his veins. 

His mother was a Miss Euphrasine Mont- 
gomery of New Orleans, member of a family 
as well known in Washington and New 
York as in the Crescent city, and he belongs 
to the senfor branch of the ducal house of 
the De la Rochefoucauld and not to the 
Hetissac Une, as asserted in London Truth 
and in many of the European papers. His 
grand@father was Duke Francois de la Roche- 
foucauld, chief of the entire family. Duke 
Francois, who emigrated along with the 
royal princes at the time of the great revolu- 
tion at the close of the eighteenth century, 
married at The Hague a Levantine woman, 
a native of Conetantinople, and by her had 
three sons. The eldest, Oliver, married Miss 
Montgomery of New Orleans, the father of 
Count Guy de la Rochefoucauld. The sec- 

Frederick, married Annie Perron, the 
daughter and heiress of a French soldier of 
fortune, who, having taken service under 
some of the native rulers of India, led their 
troops there against the English under Sir 
Arthur Wellesley, afterward first duke of 
Wellington. When his employers finally sur- 
rendered to the English Gen. Perron re- 
turned to France, and having “ shaken the 
pagoda tree, as the saying goes, to good 
purpose, found himself in the possession of 
a colossal fortune which was inherited by 
his daughter born of his union to the daugh- 
ter of an Indian rajah. All this wealth of 
Indian origin is now in the possession of the 
grandchildren of old Countess Frederica de 
la Mochefoucauld, née Perron. They are 
the Austrian Countess Revertera and the 
Duchess Salviati, the Princess Lancellotti 
and the Princess OChigi, all three of Italy. 
Count Frederick’s other brother, Hypolyte, 
also married an heiress, the daughter of a 
rich lawyer named Roux, and his son, Gas- 
ton de la Rochefoucauld, is the husband of 
Miss Emily Rumbo, sister of Sir Horace 
Rumbolkd, formerly British ambassador at 
Venice, and adopted daughter of Baron Del- 
mar, banker of King Frederick William ITL 
and the first Jew to bé ennobled by the Prus- 
sian crown. 


„ 


The De la Rochefoucauld family was found- 
ed in the tenth century by a younger son of 
the Sire de Lusignan. His Christian name 
was Foucauld, and having the castle of La 
Roche in the Charente he styled it La Roche- 
Foucauld, from which his descendants have 
taken their name. His heir sixteen gerera- 
tions later in the male line direct was a noble 
of sufficient importance to be invited to act 
as godfather to King Francis I. on the occa- 
sion of his christening, and when Francis 
came to the throne he created his sponsor 
a count. Louis XIII. promoted the count de 
la Rochefoucauld of his day to a dukedom 
and today the family possesses no less than 
eix French dukedoms antedating the great 
revolution—namely: those of De la Roche- 
foucauld, of D’Anville, of Lioncourt, of 
D’Estissac, of Doudeauville, and Roche- 
guyon, the title of Prince de Marcillac, the 
Spanish dukedom of d Estrees, and the Ital- 
ian dukedom of Bisaccia. The head of the 
entire house is Duke Francis de la Roche- 
foucauld, married to Mattie, daughter of the 
late Senator Mitchell.

Baron Sidney Sonnino, one of the greatest 
authorities in Europe on all economic ques- 
tions and to whom more than to any other 
statesman Italy is indebted for the revival 
of ‘her prosperity and for the restoration of 
her cred.t, is a Jew by race and a Protestant 
by creed. His recent accession to the pre- 
miership of Italy is due to his merits rather 
than to his popularity. In fact he is quite 
the reverse of popufir in Italy and while 
he has many a@mirers he has but few friends. 
Indeed, it is mo secret that he was formerly 
much disliked by the king. who has now, 
however, learned to respect him for his in- 
dependence and ability. Public sentiment to- 
ward Sonnino is due to his cold and reserved 
manner, devoid of geniality, and quite the 
reverse of simpatico,”’ and, moreover, he 
is lamentably Geficient in all the arts of 
oratory. 

Although a conservative he is in favor of 
universal suffrage, thanks to which he en 
joys the support of the socialists, and it is 
quite possible that he may introduce uni- 
versal suffrage, which would have the effect 
of bringing to the polls more than 40 per cent 
of the adult male population now disenfran- 
chised owing to inability to read or write.

MUNICIPAL SOCIALISM IN ENGLAND. 
[From the London Mail.] 

Our municipal authorities evidently have 
determined to act the part of universal pro- 
viders. The new edition of the Municipal 
Year Book gives an amazing record of 
their activities. 

In many instances the local authorities are 
now the largest employers of labor. Thus, 
the London county council, in one depart- 
ment alone, employs not far short of 4,000 
men. 

The scope of the activity of the boroughs 18 
amazing. Merthyr Tydfil not only manages 
a municipal farm, but reports that “ a good 
profit is earned each year.“ Brighton and 
Chester both own racecourses, to the benefit 
of the rates. One borough does a good trade 
in municipal fish manure. 

Lincoln proudly boasts that ft is part owner 
of a lunatic asylum. Colchester disposes 
of over 1,500,000 oysters a year from its mu- 
nicipal fishing beds. Kingston-on-Thames, 
the ancient borough, is willing to instruct 
school children in swimming at a penny a 
lesson. Hull owns a large share of a rail- 
way. Several boroughs boast of their mu- 
nicipal Turkish baths. 

The up to date workman today lives in a 
municipal house, lit by the penny in the slot 
munictpal electric supply. His wife cooks her 
meals on municipal gas, and makes her tea 
with municipal water. The baby is reared 
on municipal sterilized milk and nursed in a 
municipal créche. The children go to a mu- 
nicipal school. The father rides to his mu- 
nicipal employment in a municipal electric 
car. He spends his Saturdays on a municipal 
racecourse, and has his weekly swim ina 
municipal bath, the wife at the same time 
doing her weekly laundry in the municipal 
washhouse. When .ey die they are buried 
in a municipal cemetery. 

Does all this municipal activity pay? An 
analysis of the figures shows a remarkable 
variation of cost for the same work in differ- 
ent boroughs. London loses heavily by its 
council lodging houses; Glasgow, with lower 
rates, makes them yield a reasonable return. 
Manchester pays over £50,000 a year from its 
tramway profits for relief of rates, and places 
a still larger amount for depreciation. Old- 
ham, despite the fact that it allows nothing 
for depreciation, vt plete no doe Paden.

Modern novelists show more acumen in 
depicting their ideal woman. And how va- 
rious she is! Bernard Shaw paints her as 
a hunter of men, sighting her prey from 
afar, stalking it through three acts, and 
ultimately seizing it. The number of men 
who, without sufficient data of their own 
on the subject, accept Bernard Shaw’s views 
of women as correct would surprise thestat- 
istician.

O YOU believe in mental healing? 

Are you a Christian Scientist? 

Do you place your confidence in ma- 
teria medica and the diagnosis of an 
allopathic physician? 

Dare you confide yourself to an enthusiag- 
tie surgeon with a knife in his hand and an 
ingatiable scientific inquisitiveness in his 
soul? 

Do you swear by inoculation and predict 
the day when all diseases shall be fore- 
stalled? 

Does osteopathy impress you? 

Are you slightly addicted to magic? 

Do you believe in the contagion of health 
and regard disease as a misunderstanding? 

If you hold any of these impressions or 
prejudices, pray read Maarten Maartens’ 
“ THE HEALERS.” Whatever you are, he 
has been humorous at your expense. He has 
even laughed at the germ, that impressive 
member of society who has, within the last 
few years, gained a foothold even in the moet 
exclusive circles. It seems horribly reckless 
to laugh at a germ, but Maartens felt both 
reckless and jocular when he wrote his book. 
He made a German scientist the foremost 
hero—a curious; abstracted, affectionate, 
courteous vivisectionist, who tortured rab- 
bits and doves, and as gentle as an angel. 
This man has discovered something wonder- 
ful in bacilli, something which was his own 
peculiar poison—his private property, so to 
speak, in death.“ Unfortunately, he was 
prevented from utilizing his discovery for the 
reason that had he used it, in the way of 
preventive inoculation upon a human being, 
the chances are that he would have killed 
That is to say, only experi- 
mentation with a living creature could per- 
mit the gauging of the serum as to strength. 
He offered himself as a factor in the experi- 
ment, but futilely; and he resisted from time 
to time the temptations that came to him to 
operate upon an idiot, acriminal, ora fatally 
stricken man. 

The son of this man becomes interested 
in other features of human suffering. The 
diseased mind appeals to him, and he attains 
reputation as a psychiatric—I believe that is 
the word. Then there is an anti-vivisection- 
ist—a woman-—who reads The Cry of the 
Cow“ and other humane journals and does 
social work among the butcher boys of Paris; 
an Anglo-Sumatran, who has a magnetic 
healing power for which she cannot ac- 
count; a whooping American female who be- 
lieves in Buddhism; Charcot, Pasteur, and 
other famous experimenters; a poetess, ser- 
vants, idiots, lunatics, keepers, priests, et 
cetera, et cetera. 

Whatever the book 18, it is not dull! Some- 
thing happens every page or two—an opera- 
tion, a medical discussion, a planchet warn- 
ing, or a hypnotic experiment. And the 
reader becomes, even against his will, ab- 
sorbed in the outcome. The book is, how- 
ever, a satire, and one worthy to class with 
that respectable group which the last twelve 
months have brought us. (D. Appleton & 
Co.) 


Speaking of disease and health is a re- 
minder of HEALTH AND THE INNER 
LIFE,” by Mr. H. W. Dresser, the author of

If she tries to commit suicide 
some one saves her; and iffghe lives with her 
son-in-law all society is up in arms. 

In Mrs. Hapg story the ingénue holds 
the sympathy of the audience, but Elizabeth 
Craven, a widow of 40, is really the leading

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COVERING REDUCES EARLY LOSS 
OF A CENT FOR CEREAL. 


Foreign News a Factor in Morning 
Selling, Which Puts Values at New 
Low Level—Ghorts Take Freely on 
Sick Spotse—Corn and Oats Score 
Gains Over Previous Closing Quota- 
tions—Packers Take Hog Products 


| 

Wheat bears came out on top yesterday, 
but their margin of gain at the finish was con- 
siderably lees than that shown in the early 
operations. Starting with news generally in 
their favor, they suceeded without much 
difficulty in beating values to a Ic decline 
from those of Wednesday’s close, establish- 
ing a new low record on the crop. The final 
quotations were 824%@%c for May, 81% for 
July, and 80%c for September, losses of Keo 
and 0e for the nearer options, and un- 
changed for the fall month. 

Liverpool showed about %@%d off, chiefly 
on liberal receipts from the Argentine, re- 
ports of beneficial rains in India, and of a 
favorable tone to Australian statistics. 
These influences, with propitious weather in 
the winter region, pessimistic gossip from 
the northwest, and the Price Current’s word 
that crop conditions generally were being 
satisfactorily maintained, served to bolster 
bearish aggressiveness. Within a short time 
after the opening the May had been driven 
off to 814%4@%Sc and the July to 80%c, the low 
prices of the session. About the only support 
early came from local shorte and holders of 
bids. On the weak spots, however, covereing 
started and kept up, with intervals of hesi- 
tation, to the finish, several large houses 
taking on. After noon there was a good 
offering of crop damage reports from the 
southwest and a sprinkling of worrying 
words from lower Michigan and upper Indi- 
ana. These reports served to stimulate the 
covering. 


Argentine Shipments Liberal 


Minneapolis reported 175,000 bu increase for 
the week, and that the elevators were the 
principal buyers in the cash market, thus 
giving basis for a prediction of a further 
increase there. The receipts at the leading 
northwest points were 744 cars (one day 
Duluth and two days Minneapolis), compared 
with 355 cars last year. The shipments from 
the Argentine for the week were 8,584,000 
bu, compared with 8,608,000 bu last week 
and 4,864,000 bu last year. Broémhall made 
the Australian wheat crop estimate 68,000,- 
000 bu, with 28,000,000 bu yet in the exporta- 
ble surplus. The seaboard clearances were 
the equivalent of 29,000 bu wheat. South- 
western cagh markets displayed an improved 
tone, but there was little from the northwest 
to encourage the bulls. It was apparent, 
however, that several of the northwestern 
bears took wheat on the break. Patten was 
sai@ to have covered both here and there. 
There were indications that a good part of 
the wheat bought was for foreign account. 
A report indicated some damage in the south- 
west, but it gave but few specific instances. 
The primary movement was liberal, but for 
two days, 988,000 bu, against 484,000 bu for 
one day last year. Winnipeg displayed a 
slightly better tone. According to a bull, the 
best posted people in the northwest say 
that the Minneapolis market will go to a 
premium over the Chicago market. They 
pointed to a difference of only 14%c under this 
market. 

Kidston and Degset were good early buy- 
ers of the July, h Bartlett-Frazier among 
the best buyers early and late. Finley Bar- 
rell also took May, as did scattered commis- 
sion houses. There was a good deal of chang- 
ing, with September improving on the 
strength of it. Logan & Bryan sold early. 


Shorts Help Corn. 

Compared to the early marked weakness 
in wheat, corn displayed a firm undertone. 
In the early trading there was a recession 
of about %e from the Wednesday final quo- 
tations, due chiefly to lower cables, moder- 
ate receipts here, and mild weather in the 
belt. Later, however, shorts covered free- 
ly on reports that the soft weather in parts 
of the belt would work against the quality 
of the offerings. Considering the holiday 
reat the bulls declared that the receipts 
here should have been figured on a basis of 
two days, and held that for one day they 
were light. News generally was not of an 
important character. The Argentine shipped 
only 180,000 bu, compared with 227,000 bu 
last week and 849,000 bu last year. The re- 
ceipta here for the two days aggregated 420 
cars, against an estimate of 416. Clearances 
at the seaboard were 968,000 bu. Besides the 
oversold condition of the market, a factor 
that served as a stimulant was the strength 
displayed at the sample tables, where prices 
showed an advance and the demand better. 
Woodbury was a big buyer of the May, and 
Wagner, through brokers, was said to have 
taken on at least 1,000,000 bu. Creighton and 
big local scalpers sold. Brosseau also sold 
the May. 

Oats Score an Advance. 

Although the early weakness in wheat wae 
depressing, the oats market showed com- 
paratively firm at the start. The final prices 
were %@%o over Wednesday. Shorts were 
good buyers, and an important part of the 
purchases was said to have been for a lead- 
ing long. The cash demand was such as to 
lift prices at the tables to an advance. New 
York reported charters made there for 400,000 
bu for French account and there were fa- 
vorable reports on inquiries in the northwest. 
The local receipts for the two days were 178 
cars, 20 over the estimate. Seaboard clear- 
ances were 276,000 bu. Bartlett-Frazier and 
Congdon were noted among the best buyers. 
There was some early selling by commission 
houses, but the pressure on the market was 
not pronounced. Cash houses sold July, 
dome taking on September. The estimate 
for today is 141 cars. 

Hog products ruled fairly firm from the 
start, although there was realizing by longs. 
Lard and ribs were in best demand. There 
were indications that the packers took freely 
of these products through brokers, also that 
there was considerable new investment buy- 
ing. A helping influence was the strength 
displayed for stock on the hoof. The receipts 
at the yards were 22,000 head of hogs. Helm- 
hols was a big buyer of ribs, presumably for 
outside packers, and some of the lard taken 
was supposed to have been for foreign ac- 
count. It wae figured that the receipts of 
hogs for the week would fall 88,000 under 
the estimate. The last bell showed May 
pork ie up and the July 7½ off, lard 24@ 
Bo up, and ribs 2080 higher. Liverpool 
was a little lower for lard and bacon. The 
prices at the yards were $6.80 for the best 
hogs, against $4.85 last year. The total run 
of hogs at western points was 61,000 head, 
compared to 79,500 the corresponding day 


last year. 
Rye Rules Steady. 

Rye ruled steady, with a more active trade. 
No. 2 sold at 680; No. 8, ; May, 68e: 
and February was nominally 68c. Receipts 
were 10 cars. 

Barley was steady, with a little healthier 
inquiry. Prices were quotably unchanged; 

: malting, 8844@652c; screenings, 
300880. @ seaboard reported sales of 20,- 
000 bu for export. Receipts were 58 cars. 

Flaxseed prices were steady to lower, 
Local sales were 20,000 bu May at $1.14%. No. 
1 southwestern was quoted $1.08%; No. 1 
northwestern, $1.138%. Receipts were 1 car 
here, 738 cars at Minneapolis, and 25 cars 
at Duluth. 

Timothy seed was a shade firmer, February 
quotable $3.85; March, $8.40; country lots, 
$2.25@8.35. Clover was steady; — spot, 
$14.00; poor to ohoſoe, $10.00@13.50 
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The local cash wheat market was steady 
but quiet. Prices were quotably about the 
same, but there was little inquiry from any 
source. No. 2 red was quotable 1½ over 
May; No. 2 hard, about de under May.

Natural conditions governing wheat val- 
ues have slowly but surely asserted them- 
selves, and prices are settling down to a 
level consistent with the laws of supply and 
demand,“ said Wentworth Mackensie. 
Theories have yielded place to facts and 
figures, and a recognition of an exportable 
surplus and the necessity for marketing the 
same abroad has become more patent in the 
light of our competition. Judging by the 
foreign markets and the prices at which our 
competitors are disposing of their supplies, 
a still lower price level will be necessary, 
unless a new incentive arises to check this 
tendency. The annual crop scare is about 
due, and from that influence the bulls have 
reason to hope. The year has been an ab- 
normal one climatically and abnormal re- 
sults may be looked for. After the steady 
decline to present levels and with a large 
short interest outstanding the statistical 
bearishness now in sight has a good chance 
of being neutralized.” 

B. W. Hunter of Lamson Bros. takes a 
bullish view of the wheat market. He said: 
“Again the bear raid on wheat proved 
unprofitable, and this probably will be the 
last one of the kind below 82c for May. The 
strongest interests in the trade for four 
days have bought ‘wheat steadily on these 
breaks and encouraged drives-at the mar- 
ket. Weakly held wheat has been thorough- 
ly liquidated and offerings are dry right 
now on breaks. The selling in the morning 
was entirely for big bears, and it will be 
light on bulges from now on. The Huropean 
political situation, the Indian and Argen- 
tine crop news, and bullish conditions over 
important winter wheat districts will re- 
ceive the attention now that speculative con- 
ditions have worked around to the bull side. 
The price of May wheat in Chicago will 
have to be materially higher to make de- 
liveries profitable, and it looks much like 
a case of ‘deliver the wheat on these May 
sales or pay the piper.’ ” 

The last issue of the River Plate Review 
received here yesterday said: “We have 
made special inquiries as to Entre Rios 
prospects in view of the many and contra- 
dictory versions going round. Mr. Pruden- 
clo Monzon, chief of the statistical office of 
the province, kindly informe us that he 
considers from the 810,000 hectares of wheat 
sown 124,000 tons will be gathered.

TENS OF THe RAILWAYS 


GREAT WESTERN SOLVES THE Ex- 
PORT CORN RATE PROBLEM. 


Gives Notice That It Will Join the 
Wabash in the Through Charge of 
23 Cents to the Seaboard, Taking 
the 9 Cents Offered by the Eastern 
Lines—Chicago Grain Men Jubilant 
Over Action—Other Roads’ Reason 
for Delay Becomes Known. 


The Great Western, by the application of 
the well known Stickney formula, “ cut the 
rates and get the consent of the other roads 
efterwards,”’ has solved the problem ot the 
export corn rates from the Missouri river 
to the Atlantic seaboard. That road gave 
notice to the Wabash and to other eastern 
and western lines yesterday afternoon that 
it would join with the Wabash on the through 
rate of 23 cents to the seaboard, taking the 
9 cents offered by the eastern lines as ite 
proportion of the rate. 

The other western lines were in conference 
when this announcement reached them, and 
it rather disorganized their plans. They 
were conferring over the question of whether 
to accept the eastern lines’ proposition or 
whether to let the whole matter go to arbi- 
tration. As soon asthe Great Western's an- 
nouncement reached them all talk of arbi- 
tration ceased and the officials at once 
turned their attention to trying to get the 
Great Western to withdraw the rates. 


Source of Delay Shown. * 

In their arguments to the Great Western 
for the withdrawal of its rates it developed 
why the western lines have been delaying this 
matter, and why they have been reluctant to 
accept the eastern lines’ proposition. 6 
they have been intimating that the n 
was because the eastern lines wanted them 
to take too small a proportion of the rate 
they have had amother reason. This they 
used in their argument to get the Great West- 
ern to withdraw its rate. 

The reason is that within thirty days navi- 
gation will open, and the rate by water from 
Chicago is so low that the entire rail and 
water rate from the Missouri river is low 
enough to bring the business through Chi- 
cago, at the same time giving the western 
lines their 11 cent local rate. 

Therefore, they do not want to put a 9 
cent rate into effect, which would preclude 
their getting the 11 cent rate when naviga- 
tion opens, and they have asked the Great 
Western to promise to withdraw the rate 
within thirty days so that they can all get 
the 11 cent rate. In the meantime the other 
western lines have decided not to lower their 
rate, but to wait for a time and see how much 
business moves on the 23 cent rate. 


Chicago Grain Men Jubilant. 

Chicago grain men are jubilant over the 
outcome, and they have put the Wabash and 
Great Western roads down in their good 
books for having come to the rescue of this 
city, when all the other lines appeared to 
be combined against it. The Wabash was 
the first road to make the through rate from 
the Missouri river to the seaboard 28 cents, 

Voting on Fare Question. 

The Chicago-St. Paul lines are voting upon 
the proposition of asking the Pullman com- 
pany to increase the berth rate on tourist 
cars between Chicago and the Twin Cities 
and Chicago and the Missouri river from 
$1 to $2. The object is to overcome the con- 
tention of the Great Western that, to com- 
pete with the Burlington and St. Paul roads, 
which operate tourist cars to St. Paul in 
which the berth rate is $1, the other roads 
will have to reduce the fare by the same 
amount. 

The result of the vote is not known yet, but 
the point raised is one that is causing much 
comment in railroad circles. It is declared 
that if the Pulkman company should make 
this increase it would affect the berth rate 
to California, raising it from $7 to $8. While 
the Pullman, company probably would not 
be unwilling to perform such a service for 
the railroads, as it would give them more 
revenue, it is said it might not be a good 
thing for the railroads, as some of the roads, 
notably the St. Paul and the Northern Pa- 
cific and Great Northern, operate their own 
tourist cars, and by maintaining the present 
rate they would have an advantage.
